Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 3-15 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to Independent Claims 1,11, and 15, the Applicant has sufficiently 
claimed and narrowly defined a lamp assembly for a microscope, wherein an alignment 
dowel assists in placing/removing said assembly within a microscope stand. The prior 
art fails to teach or suggest the combination of structural elements disclosed and 
claimed herein, and all subsequent dependent claims are allowed.
